r ise in 
pr ices by 
calling attention to the shor t cr op 
of cor n last year . 
Cor n is high, 
ther efor e beef and por k and poul­ 
tr y and eggs must necessar ily be 
high. 
But neither the steel tr ust 
nor the lumber tr ust nor the beef 
nor any other tr ust seems to take 
into consider ation the fact that the 
same causes which make commodi­ 
ties dear should also enhance th 
value of men. 
If the pr ice of the 
food 
upon 
which 
the ox feeds 
makes him mor e valuable as a com­ 
modity in the mar ket, should not 
the high pr ice of beef and por k and 
br ead and potatoes and onions and 
lettuce have the same effect in en­ 
hancing the value of the men who 
eat these things? 
A s a matter of 
fact, wages in cer tain lines have 
incr eased in the past five year s, but 
in other lines they have r emained 
pr actically stationar y.

No mor e bur sts of speed at the 
r ate of lOO miles per hour will be 
toler ated on the Chicago, Buxiing- 
ton & Quincey system. 
The man­ 
agement has called a halt upon ex­ 
cessive fast r uns, and or der s have 
been issaed to all the engineer s on 
the system to confine their speed 
within the limits of safe r ailr oad- 
ing. 
Although a limit in figur es has 
not yet been placed by the manage­ 
ment, it is under stood that except 
in cases of emer gency, engineer s 
will not be expected 
to exceed 
seventy-five miles an hour , and this 
high r ate of speed will be over ­ 
looked only when it is essential to 
make up lost time or when specials 
ar e r un under 
unusual cir cum­ 
stances. 
The action of the management 
in the matter is due to sever al ex­ 
cessively fast r uns r ecor ded on 
var ious 
por tions of the system 
within the last thr ee months. 
A p ­ 
par ently ther e seems to have been 
an epidemic of hur sts of speed, and 
engineer s seemed to be eager to 
eclipse r ecor ds that had been made 
by their fellow enginemen. 
The climax was r eached when 
the fast r un of No. 6 was r epor ted 
on the night of Mar ch 24 on the 
Bur lington & Missour i River r oad 
between Eckley and Wr ay, Col. 
A s pr eviously chr onicled in the 
D e m o c r a t , the distance between 
these two towns, 14.8 miles, was 
r un in exactly nine minutes, or at 
a r ate of 98.66 miles per hour , 
br eaking all r ecor ds for five miles 
and upwar d. 
Undoubtedly a por ­ 
tion of the distance was made at 
the aver age speed of ico miles per 
hour . 
The passenger depar tment of the 
Bur lington 
authenticated 
ever y 
par ticular r egar ding the r emar k­ 
able r un, and issued a public cir cu­ 
lar giving the details.
